This draft of a resolution was dis- 
cussed with the 
other American 
Commissioners,

Commission President Wilson and 
Colonel House were the American 
members, I sent »the draft to the 
President on, the 31st, four days be- 
fore the commission held its first 
meeting in Colonel House's office at 
the Hotel Crillon.

lation, enacted in the days immedi- 
ately preceding adjournment, Mr. 
"Wilson had determined that

could not remain in Paris after Feb- 
ruary 14. At the time that I sent 
him the proposed resolution there re- 
mained, therefore, but two weeks for 
tho Commission on the League of 
Nations to organize, to deliberate 
and to submit its report to the Con- 
ference, provided its report was made 
prior to the President's departure for1 
the United States. It did not seem 
to; be conceivable that the work of 
the Commission could be properly 
completed in so short a time if the 
President's covenant became the 
basis of its deliberations. This opin- 
ion was shared by ma.ny others who 
appreciated the difficulties and in-- 
tricacies of the subject and -who felt 
that a hasty and undigested report 
would be unwise and endanger the 
whole plan of a World organization. 
In view of this situation, which 
seenied to be a strong argument for 
delay in drafting the plan of Inter- 
national organization, I wrote a let- 
ter to the President at the time I 
sent him the proposed resolution,

WITHOUT OONFTOENOE. 


Lord Bryce, former British Ambassador to the 


United States, in his proforrnd two-rolume work 
on "3fodern Democracy," reaches, among other 
conclusions, this judgment regarding State legis- 
latures: 


'•State legislatures do not enjoy the confidence 


of the people, as is shown by the restrictions im- 
posed upon them, and by the transfer, in many 
States, of some of their powers to the citizens 
acting directly. 
Congress maintains a higher 


level, yet one below that to be expected in a nation 
proud of its institutions as a whole." 


This asserts a fact but it does not explain the 


reason for the existing state'of lack of confidence 
on the part of the people in their representatives 
in the legislative body. 
The legislators them- 


selves might very profitably attempt to discover 
the reasons for this lamentable condition. 
If 


they made the effort they would speedily come to 
the conclusion, if they were honest, that the first 
reason is that they do not deserve the public's 
confidence. And they do not deserve better of 
the public because they display, speaking by and 
large, no capacity for independent judgment and 
independent action. 


The groat tragedy of the legislature at Sacra- 


mento during the present session has been the 
almost total absence of any original constructive 
proposal of government from the members. The 
dominating and controlling influences have been 
the political strategists of the State government 
on the one side and the lobbyist of special interest 
on the other. 


Almost without exception, the legislator has 


had his work laid out for him by others. 
He has 


been pulled one way by the Governor's political 
whips, and the other way by the agents of self- 
seeking interests and classes. We shall not say 
that all these special interests and their influences 
upon the legislature have been wrong in purpose 
or deed,, but they have revealed the legislature as 
barren, of independence and original judgment, as 
unmindful of the interest of the people, because 
the people as yet have no device by which they 
can get it by the buttonhole and whisper into its 
ear. 


There ought to be a reform. 
jXo one can tell 


now how it can be brought about. The outlook 
is not bright. But surely n condition such as has 
again been revealed at Sacramento and every 
other State capitol cannot go on forever.

ing1 the* earth from th sun. 
The relative closeness of the two 
bodies jaunting through space is em- 
phasized when compared with the 
distance of 93,000.000 miles sepratftg 
the earth from the sun. 
This comet was picked up on its 
present return after an absence since. 
1916 
by Professor Barnard of the 
"Yerkes observatory, in Wisconsin, 
[April 10, says a statement released 
~by Director A. O. Leuschner of the 
Students' Observatory of the State 
•university. 


KEEP TACE- 


t-euschner states: 
* 


"•From the middle of May until the 


middle ot June there is not much 
variation in the distance of the com- 
et from the earth. They will seem- 
jnglv keep pace with each other, the 
earth being from 12 to 20 million 
miles behind the comet. On the 27th 
of .June the earth will be at the place 
•where the comet will have1'crossed 
the ecliptic eleven days before 
so 
that if there is meteoric material in 
the wake of the comet, we may ex- 
pect to encounter it and witness a 
meteoric shower about«that date. 


"The comet is now 
about 
the 


twelfth magnitude but is becoming 
brighter. 
At maximum 
brilliancy, 
June 10. it will be about. seventeen 
times brighter than 
at 
present, 
which will make it between 
the 
eighth and ninth magnitude, still too 
faint to be seen without telescopic 
aid."The above data has been 
de- 
duced from a preliminary computa- 
tion based upon a 
seven-day arc. 


"Wlien a longer arc is available and 
the perturbations due to the attrac- 
tion of the earth (on account of the 
close approach of the earth and the 
comet) are taken into account some 
modifications of these predictions 
may be necessary. 


HOW TT WAS XAMED, 


•^-. "The comet derives its name from 
jMthe astronomers Pons and Winnecke, 
.who discovered cornets in 1819 and 


1S56 
respectively, which were found 


to be identical by "WinnecUe. • 
"Encke assigned a period of five 


and one-half years to the comet dis- 
covered by Pons. The comet has re- 
turned regularly at constantly •in- 
creasing intervals, but has not been 
observed at every return. 
It was 
Jast seen in 19] 6. In June of that 
"year a meteoric shower was 
ob- 
•erved from a radiant in the constel- 
lation Bootes, which was shown by 
Denning and Olivier to have connec- 
tion with the comet. CrommeHn, an 
English astronohier, recently pointed 
out that the conditions for a meteoric 
shower in connection with the return 
of the comet promised to be more 
favorable next June than in 1916, and 
in the absence of computations of 
•the \ery considerable perturbations 
by Jupiter to which this 
comet is 
subject during every other revolu- 
tion, he very closely estimated the 
conditions of approach to the earth 
for this year. In place of these esti- 
mates'the accurate computations by 
Professor Crawford and Dr. Levy of 
the University ot California are now 
available, and represent the 
first 
more definite predictions of the con- 
ditions under which this comet may 
be observed during its present 
re- 


turn. 


IXCROEASTSS MSTAXCE. 
"tt- is suspected that this comet is 


also identical with two other comets, 
one observed in 1819 ahd the other 
in 17G6. These identities cannot be 
definitely established until someone 
t-hall hRvc undertaken the calculation 
of the perturbations.

stantly increasing period 
and dis- 
tance from the sun. the latter hav- 
ing increased from .77 of-the earth's 
distance from the sun in 1819 to 1.02 
during the present return.
